SPIRITS, BEER, 


Only Nonalcoholic 
Juice 0. K- 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDE;-.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The hopes of home brewers, 
wine makers, and distillers came down 
with a dull sickening thud today. 

The prohibition unit of the treas- 
ury department issued a lengthy, 4de- 
tailed statement declaring illegal: 

1. The manufacture of any in- 
toxicating beer, wine or spirits in 

_ the home, even for strictly private 
home consumption. | 
2. The manufacture of any beer 

_or wine of any alcoholic content 

without a permit, which permits 

are not issued to home brewers 
and wine makers. 

_%. The sale of any hops or other 

“makings” to a person without a 

permit, which permits are not is- 

sued to home brew 

Nonintoxicating fruit juices is all it 
is legal to make without a permit. 

_ Scope of New Statement. 

The statement, intended to dispose 
of reports that permits were being 
issued for home manufacture of wine 
and beer, said: 

“Nonintoxicating fruit juice may be 
made in the home. Intoxicating wine, 
home brew, and distilled spirits may 


“Two hundred gallons of nonin- 
toxicating. fruit juice may be manu 
factured tax free by head of family by 
registering :with collector of internal 
revenue, | 

“This tax exemption provigion has, 
been the source of confusion. The 
effect of this is not to allow the manu- 
facture of 200 gallons of intoxicating 
wine free from restrictions of national 
prohibition act, but merely to allow 
the manufacture of 200 gallons of non- 
intoxicating fruit juices free of tax. 


The Onginal Ruling. 

“On June 3, 1920, prohibition 
mimeograph No. 84 was issued, au- 
thorizing persons to manufacture non- 
intoxicating cider and other fruit 
juices exclusively for use in the home 
without permit, and providing that 
such nonintoxicating cider and fruit 
juices are not necessarily limited to 
less than one-half of 1 per cent of 
alcohol by volume, but must be in- 
toxicating in fact to be in violation of 
the national prohibition act. 

“Such nonintoxicating fruit juices 
may be made at home from home 
grown fruit, or from fruit purchased 
for the purpose, or one may take fruit 
belonging to him to a commercial mill 
to have the juice expressed therefrom, | 
provided the juice is removed to the 
home of the ownér before it contains 
as much as one-half of 1 per cent of 
alcohol by volume. 

Where Confusion Arose. 
oe “Under the revenue act of 1918 
fruit juices, other than apple cider, 
containing one-half of'1 per cent or 
more of alcohol by volume are taxed 
as wine. The sate act exempts from 
tax 200 gallons of wine per annum 
manufactured by the head of a family 
provided he registers with the collector 
of internal revenue for the district 
in the manner indi by treasury 
decision 2,765, but no exemption from 
tax is allowed unless the producer is 
so registered. 

“It is apparently this ‘tax exempt- 
ing provision which has been the prin- 
tipal source of confusion. It has 
seemingly been supposed that the ef- 
fect of the provision is to allow the 
production of 200 gallons of intoxicat- 
ing wine for use in the home free from 
the restrictions ingposed by the na- 
tional prohibition act. -The provision 


tion solely and .does not affect the 
restrictions imposed by the national 
prohibition act.” 

Hits Sale of Utensils. 


Concerning the activities of persons 
supplying material and equipment for 
the production of liquor in the home 
the statement quotes the prohibition 
law and says: 

‘yIt is illegal to furnish stills, parts of 

stills, worms or colls, malt extract or 
sirups, unfermented fruit juices, such 
as grape, or any fermentable material, 
recipes or formulas, for the manufac- 
ture of liquor for use in the home or 
elsewhere for beverage purposes. 
- “No property rights exist-in the ma- 
terials, malt extract, grape must. stills, 
etc., intended for use or for sale for 
use, in the manufacture of liquor in 
the home or elsewhere ... and the 
same may be seized and forfeited.”

The congressmen 
who ask for the exemption of Americafi vessels 
- from Panama tolls want to preface the Washingfon 
conference by an exhibition of agreement breaking 
on the part of the United States. | 
Americans cannot honestly believe that the 
treaty with Great Britain was intended to permit 
the exemption of American vessels. The United 

States in the treaty agreed to permit the use of 
the canal by all nations on.equal terms. That was 

an adjustment of British claims and whether they 

were valid claims or not the United States recog- 

nized them and came to an agreement regarding 

them. The British accepted the equality in use 
of the canal as the consideration for which cleims 
were surrendered. ' 

If it had been intended that the United States 
should exempt its own vessels that would have 
been stated. The fact that the United States did’ 
not reserve this right when it made the treaty is 


-_.. proof enough that the right was not to be reserved. 
"it will be bad faith to repeal the tolls and will be 


-Yegerded as such. 

The British will say that no dependence can be 
placed in treaties if congress can construe them as 
it pleases. The United States is not looking into an 
untroubled future. It has not the friendship of 
the world, but is viewed with distrust, dislike, envy, 
an’ suspicion, Some active hatreds are directed 
egainst it and if it gets into trouble there may be 
no sympathy for it anywhere, ‘ 

The exemption of American shipping from Pan- 
ama tolls, which would be a breaking off of faith 
! and which would make complications, may seemi to 

some selfish and some careless Americans as justi- 
fied on the ground that American money built the 
canal. The selfish interests are on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, They want what is virtually 
a subsidy at the expense of mid-west shippers. The 
mid-west contributed to the building of the canal, 
but it would be injured by the granting of a sub- 
aidy to seaboard competition. That is a domestic 
injustice, just as the breaking of faith would be an 
international injustice. 

American money built the canal, but it did so 
under stipulated conditions which were accepted 
as fair and it did so for the entire country. It will 
not profit the country to take a step condemned 
as both an internal and an external injustice. 


A SUGGESTION FOR LOWER 
| RENTS. 


Officials of the Chicago Tenants’ Protective 
league are reported to be unenthusiastic over the 
hew plan of the Chicago Real Hstate board which 
proposes to reduce rents by employing a manager 
and statistical force which would accelerate efforts 
to keep the supply of homes equal with the de- 
mand, theteby making certain the renting of all 
apartments with a consequent probability of re- 

ductions in rent. 

We do not wonder that the tenants’ representa- 
tives are “skeptical. In the first place, ‘as they 
say, the board showed last year that it had abso- 
lately no control over rentals. In the second place, 
no statistics on supply and demand will stimulate 
building. The influence of supply and demand is 


too direct to be influenced by statistics. There 


seems to be but one valuable point in the realty 
board suggestion, and that is based in this case 
upon false premises. It is the suggestion that if 
all apartments can be kept rented it might reduce 
the individual rentals.’ 
Thus at present, according to the latest estimates 
_ -@vailable, there are more than 56,000 homes and 
/ @partments in Chicago vacant. The result is that 
in the mass the persons occupying rented quarters 
are forced to pay also for the unrented ones. 
Thus, a_twelve apartment building, for instance, 
must pay ® certain gross rental—say $1,200 a 
month-—to return a fair profit to its owner. That 
would be $100 a month for each tenant, if every 
apartment were taken. If only ten were occupied 
each tenant would have to pay $120 a month 
to give the owner his profit. The ten tenants 
would then be paying rent for the two unoccupied 
apartments. So if the 5,000 vacant apartments in 
Chicago, average a renting Value of $100 a month 
each it is obvious, if landlords as a whole are 
making a profit; and we believe they are, that the 
tenantry of Chicago are paying out $500,000 a

THE COAL MAN’S DEFENSE. 
Pana, Ill., Sept., 12.--Through ‘various 
news items and editorials during the last 
few weeks you have been making & sen- 
sational fight against the coal producers, 
built up either through complete ig- 


resentation of the facts. In each article 
you very impressively and solemnly warn 
the coal operators to reduce prices. Such 
articles and editorials should not go un- 
challenged. 

The present scale of wages, entered into 
with the mine workers. with the sanction 
of the United States government, became 
effective Avfg. 16, 1920. At that time and 
until Jan. 1, 1921, there was a strong de- 


ated as. nearly full time as the car sup- 
ply would permit, or an average of about 
eighteen days per month, Working on 
that basis, central Illinois production 
costs averaged as follows: - Labor, $2.27; 
repairs to machinery, timbers, liability 
insurance, plant insurance, local and 
state taxes, depletion of coal rights and 
plants depreciation, 55 cents per ton, or 
a toal production cost of $2.82 per ton of 
coal. 

On account of the general industrial 
depression it has been impossible to dis- 


in operation since Jan. 1. Many have 
been closed down entirely; others have 
worked one or two days and sometimes 
three days per week. On that working 
basis costs have increased more than 
$1 per ton over the above figures. 

Now, coming to your charges of ex- 
orbitant prices: Coal coming from the 
mines must be divided into at least five 
sizes or grades to meet the requirements 
of the buying public. Approximately 338 
per cent of the coal, known to the trade 
as screenings, is small enough to pass 
through 1% inch holes and is sold exclu- 
Sively to the steam trade. The United 


$2.75 per ‘ton at mine as a fair price for 
this grade of coal, but factories, packing 
plants, etc., are now refusing to pay 
more than 90 cénts to $1.20 per ton for it. 
The next size is small nut coal, approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of production, also 
used for steam purposes and selling from 
$2.20 to $2.50 per ton. Thus 53 per cent 
of the entire production leaves the mine 
at less than one-half the cost of produc- 
tion, and it is this same 53 per cent which 
you say must be sold cheaper or the 
producers will be penalized by govern- 
ment control or a substitution of oil or 
hydro-electric plants. 
To test your theory, why not agk the 
steam consumers for a straw vote on 
government control of coal prices? I 
imagine at least 95 per cent will vote 
against it and your own business man- 
ager will be included in the 95 per cent. 
The next size, No. 1 nut coal, about 12 
per cent of production,.is sold chiefly for 
domestic purposes at around $3.00 per 
ton, or just a little more than cost on 
80 per cent working time basis. 
Egg coal and lump coal, comprising 
about 35 per cent of product, is being 
sold to retail dealers for domestic use 
at from $3.25 to $3.75 per ton at mine, 
which, considering the extremely low 
prices obtainable for steam obal, nets 
the producer around $2.35 per ton for his 
entire production. 
A campaign to prohibit coal producers 
selling steam coal at less than pro- 
duction costs, therehy enabling them to 
sell to the domestic trade at a reasonable 
profit, would be doing a real service ‘to 
the ultimate consumer, who is now pay-

“That political, ecclesiastical, and 
race prejudices are perpetuated and 
acted upon by the fiembers of the Ku 
Klux Klan to the detriment of the 
whole nation by means of mysterious

“That the traditions and odium at-: 
tached to the Ku Klux Klan and the 
acts which have been attributed to it 


make it a menace to the city of Chi- | 


cago with its heterogeneous popula- 
tion and different religious creeds.” 
Another section urges “the “ consti- 
tuted authorities for law and one 
not to permit the klan “to disturb 
peace of the city.” . 
How Minister's View It. 


Whe ministers’ resolution says: 

“We warn our friends against the 
new Ku Klux Klan, of the dangers o7 
their disguises both to themselves and 
to the general public, Under such hid- 
ing of faces any rowdy or company 
of them ‘can go forth in the night to do 
dark deeds and thus make it impossi- 
ble for the innocent members of this 
new order to clear themselves of guilt 
for such crimes,”

Getting farmers straightened out on 
the question of the relative value of 
rye and legumes as crops that improve 
the soil hag been the task of crop and 
soil experts for many years. Increas- 
ing use of alfalfa and various clovers 
is gradually demonstrating: that leg- 
umes are real soil builders... 

Corn belt farmers are coming to real- 
ize that while rye is valuable in the 
cropping scheme, serving as acrip . 
take up the soluble plant foods in the 
soi] that would otherwise be carriéd 
away by rains, it does not hold an im- 
portant place in their general fertility 
It will still be grown to 
some extent, in spite of the fact that 
it has a limited demand, because it 
grows rapidly in the fall on almost any 
kind of soil and makes a good green 
manure crop. 

, Perhaps the reason that some grow- 
erg still sow a few acres of rye every 
fall is that it is a valuable catch crop 
and cover crop. Then, too, it is hardier
